WASHINGTON. D. C., May 5. 
What chance has a poor member 
of the house for his life, anyhow? 
If it Is not the president who is wav­ 
ing the big stick over his head it is 
the speaker. 
In this particular instance, it is the 
speaker. 
Sometimes, it is both. 
S h a k e r Cannon's club for present 
purposes bears a close resemblance 
to the public buildings bill. 
The 
public buildings measure is referred 
to oftentimes as the pork bar'l bill. 
It is one of the most necessary, the 
most essential pieces of legislation in 
the yholc fabric of statesmanship. 
Without it. the terms of office of a 
great many members are certain to 
be limited to two years and no more. 
The speaker has picked up 
the 
public buildings hill as a club and 
is using It to drive the house into 
the support of a currency measure. 
The big stick of the white house h.19 
never excited as much terror in the 
hearts of representatives as has this 
club which the speaker has determin­ 
ed on using. 
Consequently, it seems 
quite likely that before the session 
ends there will be emergency curren­ 
cy legislation. 
Currency Bill Erst. 
No one has been threatened. This 
is not the way things are done when 
it Is necessary to use a little coer­ 
cion in the guise of persuasion. But 
in the last few days, the word has 
been passed around by house 
lead 
ers that it would probably be just 
as well. even better, to get the cur­ 
rency question out of the way before 
acting on the public building* bill. 
Also, the house leaders have been 
talking to members on the republi­ 
can side* and have been telling them 
that it was necessary to put a cur­ 
rency bill through before adjourn­ 
ment. 
No real. live. Intelligent mem­ 
ber. with his wits sharpened by the 
realization of what a public building 
hill might mean to his district, Is 
likely to mistake the meaning of 
this proposition to dispose of curren­ 
cy before taking up the public build­ 
ing question. 
In the present state of the reven­ 
ues, with a deficit in 
the treasury 
looming up before congress. It is a 
mere turn of the hand 
with 
the 
speaker whether a public building 
bill is passed. 
He could prevent It 
and have on his side plenty of sub­ 
stantial reasons. 
In this situation, 
with the currency hill to be dispos­ 
ed of l>efore the public building hill, 
most members are likely to give care­ 
ful thought to currency needs before 
voting. 
An Incentive to Business. 
The speaker and his lieutenants 
have taken In hand 
the 
currency 
question and have undertaken to get 
a bill put through. 
Members 
are 
being urged to vote for emergency 
currency 
legislation 
on 
various 
grounds. 
The primary reason given 
is that it is essential from a political 
standpoint 
that congress pass 
an 
emergency currency bill before 
ad­ 
journment and that it is likely to be 
highly embarrassing for republican 
campaign speakers to go out on the 
stump this summer and fall and not 
be able to tell the voters that con­ 
gress did something other than 
to 
provide for a commission to relieve 
the danger of a recurrence of the 
depression of last year. 
It is also 
being urged that the business situa­ 
tion would be bettered by the pass­ 
ing of emergency currency legisia- 
tion. 
It is being pointed out 
that 
the national banks in the great ma­ 
jority of cases are keeping their re­ 
serves at a high level and that on 
the other hand the treasury by rea­ 
son of falling revenues is in danger 
of getting in position 
wherein 
It 
will l>e forced to call in much of the 
money it has in the national bank 
depositories. 
If the treasury is un­ 
able to put money out to meet the 
crop-moving demands and 
at 
the 
same time the banks are 
keeping 
their reserves so high that loans are 
not being made with freedom, the 
situation next fall, with an election 
pending, is not likely, so the house 
leaders are saying, to he an easy 
one for the business man and 
the 
farmer. 
It is desirable, they urge, 
that provision be made for 
sonr« 
sort of emergency circulation 
that 
will cause the banks to loosen up on 
their reserves, that will 'give an in­ 
centive to business, that will help 
importations and hence the govern­ 
ment revenues and that will relieve 
any apprehension of stringency in 
the crop-moving period. 
It is hard­ 
ly necessary to say that the implied 
threat at the public building bill and 
the argument on political and busi­ 
ness grounds are having effect. 
It 
begins to look as if the Vreeland bill 
with some modifications would get 
through the house and if it does, 
there is not much doubt such differ­ 
ences as exist, between the house and 
senate bills can easily bo composed 
in conference. 
In any event, without 
much doubt, provision will be made 
for a commission to investigate the 
needs of the currency system with a 
view to the framing of a plan for a 
thorough 
overhauling of 
the cur­ 
rency system.

On the 
back of the card were the pictures 
of three daggers rudely drawn, with a 
pencil. 
Joseph returned, to Milwaukee on 
Friday. 
He was arrested by Detec­ 
tive Frank Peck.

court the tormentor said that ii was 
“all a joke.’* 
He appeared indif­ 
ferent at the trial, and on one oc­ 
casion wanted to walk away, say. 
ing: 
“Oh, pshaw! 
I don t want to lis­ 
ten to this rot.” 
Deputy George Heidelberg grab­ 
bed him by the nape of the neck, and 
the deputy pullet! him off his feet as 
Joseph attempted to walk away.

prevailing idea that Paterson, N. J.,j 
is the anarchistic center of the Un­ 
ited States, led me to take a trip to 
this 
world-famous 
manufacturing 
city. 
In an interview with Chief of! 
Police John Binison I secured from 
him the following statement regard-] 
ing anarchy in Paterson. 
He said 
in part as follows: 
“The city of Paterson has suffer­ 
ed through wrong ideas, 
conveyed 
to the public through the medium of 
newspapers, so that the 
impression 
seems 
to 
prevail 
throughout 
the 
country that our city is the hotbed 
of anarchy. 
Such is not 
the case, 
and while we have had considerable 
trouble caused by a 
few 
hotheads 
worked up by the speeches of a few 
well-known, anarchists, yet when I 
read of occurrences throughout 
the 
land, it makes our trouble seem trifr 
ling by comparison, and 
it would 
seem that Paterson is used for 
a 
handle to make the whole 
world 
think that we are overridden with 
the pest of anarchy. 
Paterson is a 


great manufacturing city, principally 
of iron and silk. 
This brings 
to 
our city all kinds 
of 
people, and 
when there is any lalmr trouble it 
is generally among the foreign class, 
and the first conclusion arrived 
at 
by the out-of-town papers is that it 
is caused by anarchists; such is not 
the case, only as I said above, some 
hotheads making fiery speeches. We 
have their meetings covered 
every 
time by officers, and only on rare 
occasions have we been compelled 
to stop them from talking. 
“The meeting which was adver­ 
tised to be held on April 3, our may­ 
or thought advisable to have stopped 
on account of bomb-throwing 
that 
occurred at the meetings in 
Union 
Square, New York city. 
This we 
did in a very quiet manner, without 
any trouble.” 
During the evening I attended 
a 
gathering of the working men which 
was conducted in a quiet, peaceable 
manner, with no reference to drastic 
socialism or anarchy. 
My 
whole 
idea of the social condition ^ P a t e r ­ 
son has changed since my trip to 
this thriving manufacturing city.
